The faet tliaV these Colonies are and must 
for soiiie time to come be nearly altogether 
dependant upon other countries for supplies 
of food and manufactured articles consunaed 
here, will have the tendency to keep up a 
pretty constant indebtedness towards out 
foreign creditor.^'. This we must meet in a 
gr^at rmeasura by remittaiices of treasure; or 
through, our exports. Ttia latter, though 
laprea'sing,are as yet totally insnflicicnt fur the 
pbrpose. Treasure then must be the chief 
return rendered by us in payment for our 
};oods. As it is between Victoria and her 
creditors, so it is between her and the upper 
country. She is the niediiini through which 
they must derive their supplies. To her 
they must remit the money to pay for tbem.^ 
Upon the' triuintena'hoe th^n J)'f 'p?b|)i;V'fa'diii-" 
ties of communication depend the satislaclory 
relations of all three, A want in this respect 
between any two of them ".ssute to cfi'ect the 
third most sensibly. Any stoppage in the 
regular tiansuii.ssion of treasure from above, 
must have the effect to some extent, of caus- 
ing a depletion of the capital ceoessary for 
our local ose, in order to meet (he demand of 
foreign creditors. The people in town talk 
of money being tight, and often with good 
rea.'ioii. \Ve liuvo had too many of those 
periods of tcniporury pressure in bu.sincss. 
The absoiiee of roinillances from the nppcr 
country has been too much the normal slate 
of tbiiigs, not to attract seripDs iiotice. Tt 
wits felt to such extent for a portion of last 
fllimraQr iis to occasion considerable inconvc- 
nienCB ; and this, notwithstanding tho large 
amount of money brought into the country 
by strangers. This year, unless something 
is done to remedy matters, the siimo evils will 
be repeated, and it may be with much worse 
results, as it is doiibtful whether tho popula- 
tion-will' continue to flow in as rapidly this 
seaso'n'^as 'last. There can be no doubt but 
that a much greater amount of treasure will 
be taken out of the mines during the coming 
summer than has been tho ease in any previ 
ons yciu', but of what avail will that be du- 
ring many months unless it linds its way down 
here. It would be no great consoluiinn lur 
men here to know that there was gold onough 
taken out to pay fir the goods sent up the 
country but awaiting transmission, while 
their creditors at San Francisco i'e(|uired tho 
amount of their bills. It is, tliereli.re, a mnt- 
teruf the liigliesl iiiiportaiicc that .steps .should 
be taken belore the season opoiis for provid- 
ing safu and rapid means of having treasure 
transmitted from ' the mioea and the variooa 
points along ' the rSutc "down,' at'regtilor and 
Irequ-Jnl intervals. Wo cannot close our eyes 
to the fact, that willi..n! sonic .=ucli provision 
it will be impossible to derive from our mines 
lliat betielit wliieli we ought to o.vpcct. Last 
yenr's e.xperienuo is sufiiciuul to teach us 
that there are dangers lo^bp enoounlercd' in 
the upper country, that it involves too much 
rtsfiltalife and properly to attempt to trare! 
with any largo sum of money uidess in com- 
pany with a sufficiently strong party; There 
are always some desperadoes in mining coun- 
tries who will not hesitate at the committal of 
crime to gain their ends, and the only wonder 
is that we have been so little troubled with 
them. That little, however,:i8 quite enough, 
and wo must lake means to do away wit'li it. 
One of the principal objects for which men 
have constituted government is, as wc all 
know, fo: the proleelion of life and property ; 
where tliej aie iosecni e.lhe chief power of thd 
iSlale has failed in its duty, and conlinues to 
do BO, as long as the evil is.BUtfered to 
icinaiti. In vuin may the Governor send 
homo, despatches coniaining glowing accouiitj 
of the flourishing state of that Colony— of the 
improvements that have been cifjcted under 
his (Jovornment, when ho cannot deny that 
tho danger and risk attending sending down 
here the pioiluce of the nnnos has had tho 
effect of keeping it lying there useless till tho 
end of tho season. This fact alono is^auffi- 
oienf to show how sadly tliln^s hVve Veisu 
hilhcrio Doglocted, j It is high lime a change 
took place. Theprospcrity of ihooolony ought 
not to bo any longer haniperod by tho want 
of proper maiiagoraoni on thopartof tlioi* In 
power. A want axiBts and If sbould be rem' 



odied. What it is we have shown. The 
pnblic are well aware of it. They •"ae! its 
evil effects and demand their removal.
